to hippies, saying something 
like "Ten years ago your gen¬ 
eration was doing something 
positive. They were fighting 
against a war they didn't be¬ 
lieve in." And yet ten years 
ago hippies were being treated 
as badly by the media as punks 
are now. "Quincy" did give me 
a laugh though; when he.sol¬ 
emnly announces,"put it in the 
coroner's report - cause of 
death: punk rock." (The de¬ 
ceased must have been listen¬ 
ing to Culture Club). Maga¬ 
zines and newspapers are no 
better. An article in People 
magazine (March 28) on he.and 
"slam dancing" was very biased 
and misleading. It only cov¬ 
ered the New York scene, and 
of that scene, only CBGB's. 

If the writer had done any de¬ 
cent research, he would have 
would have at least found out 
that hardcore has nothing to 
do with New York or LA. Well, 
anyway, the writer.printed a 
picture of a boy with spiky 
hair with his hands around.a 
girl's neck and captioned it 
"Two slammers enjoy a tender 
moment on the dance .floorl_!.

Glenn, you were an original mamber of Ruin, how long was 

that incarnation toghether? 

Well, the first time that it came together as a band was.. 
I don't even know, a year and a half maybe. Me, Tom and 
Damon have been working at making music in bands for 
about 6,7 years. 

Cordy, you were in No Milk and that's kinda the other 
side of this kinda music. 

Not really, not the No Milk I was in. 

The original one was a little bit more ragged edged. 

Oh yeah, cause we didn't know how to play. Well, some 
of us did and some of us didn't. I was in a band before 
that called the Exstatics. We played at the Hot Club, 
that was when I was 15 and 16 . That's really what I was 
more about. I was in a band with Dave Base, the drummer 
of Negative Fx. We grew up together. 

And Rich, you're a pretty new member too, so how'd you 
get hooked up with this? 

Well, they had a bass player named Neil and I was_in a 
band with him but he joined them and at his audition I 
played cause the the drummer didn't show up. And then 
I roadied for them. I knew the minute I first met them 
I was gonna be in the band. But it took 8 months for them 
to realize. (Laughs) Then they called me up in September and we 
started rehearsing.

RUIN: 
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You're one of the few bands to hand out lyric sheets, I think that's 
real good. 

It's because usually we play gigs where you can't hear the vocals 
and it's not throw-away stuff. It's comin from members of the band 
and I think about this stuff. It's not just filler shit to fit the 



























time. That’s why we hand out lyric sheets. It's not just the music, 
there’s other stuff, the ideas. We're presenting it in this form, as a band. 

CA: How about Vosco, when did you recruit him? 

G: He was one of the original members. We grew up together, Vosco, Damon and I. 

He came to Philly to live with me and wanted to get in a band but we just didn't 
have our shit together yet. We didn't have the equipmant, we didn't have a 
guitar or anything. So we decided to join up with Physical Push. Cause they 
needed a singer and he was there and-

RtfIN: Well they turned into Sensory Fix. And then we were ready and I guess the time 
was right - he decided to sing for us. 

CA: Your lyrics seem real poetic - more than most bands. Sob* of them are kind of 

obscure - what's dlonyslan about? 

RUIN: It's about a spirit of life - energy; that goes back to appolonian and dio- 

nysian where in Greece appolonian was beautiful and intellectual, kind of like 
feminine; dionysian was the raw rugged you know like.. .that's where we are 
not the appolonian, we are the dionysian. That's more like a frenzied, exstatic 
expression of, like... it'a not a laid back intellectual kind of thing, which 
the appIonian is.
